SIR, 
HAVE the honour to inform Congrefs, that I arrived here yeter- 
T day about twelve o'clock, on my return from Hartford. Some 
hours previous to my arrival, Major General Arnold went from his 
qaarters, which were at this place, and, as it was fuppofed, over the 
river to the garrifon at Weft Point; whither I proceeded myfelf, in 
order to vifit the poft. I found Gen, Arnold had not been there du- 
ring the day ; and, on my return to his.quarters, he was ttill abfent. 
In the mean time, a packet had arrived from Lieutenant Colonel Ja- 
miefon, announcing the capture of a Jolin Andorfon, who'was cndea- 
vouring to go’to New York with feveral interefting and imnortint*pa- 
pers, all in’ the hand-writing of Gen. Arnold. ‘This was alf> atcom- 
panied with a letter from the prifener, avowing himfelf to be Major 
John Andre, Adjutant General to the Britith army, relating the man- 
ner of his capture, and endeavouring to thew that he did- not c: un- 
der the defcription of a’ fpy. From thefe feveral circum ta and 
information that the Gencral feemed to be thrown into fome degree 
of agitation, on receiving a letter a little time before he went from 
his quarters, ‘I was led to conclude immediately that he had heard-of 
Major Andre's captivity, and that he would, if poflible, efcape to the 
entmy, and accordingly took fuch meafures as appeared the mott 
probable to apprehend him ;. but he had em‘arked ia a barge, and 
proceeded down the river, uoder a flag, to the Vulture floop of war, 
which lay at fome miles below Stoney and Verplank’s Point. He 
wrote me a letter after he got en, board. Major Andre is not arrived 
yet; but L hope he is fecure, ant that he willbe lacseesertay. i have 
been, and am takin poet 1 rere truit will prove effectual, 
“Sor prerent the Important conieéquences which this conduct, on the 
part of Gen. Arnold, was intended to produce.” I do not know the | 
party that took Major Andre; but it is faid that it confifted only of a 
few militia; who aéted in fuch a manner upen the occafion, as does 
them the higheft honour, and proves thent to be men of great virtue.

He wifhed to know 
why we, were to have fo many more Flag Offieers now than at any for- 
mer period of time? In the year £762, we had no more than twenty- 
eight, and the war we were then engaged in was very extenfiye, and 
truly glorious. At prefent, we had no le(f$ than fixty-cight Flag Offi- 
cers, and threerand twenty of thofe wiemployed. The Honoyrable 
Gentleman talked much of the great additional expence incurred by 
the Public onthe occafion, and again called for a reafon. . With re- 
fpeét to the number of promotions of Poft Captains, the noble Lord 
had told the Houfe that‘all of them had been appointed abroad, ex- 
cept fome few preferred immediately at home for fome fingular fervi- 
ces, But what was really the fact? If the-greater part of thofe Polt 

had . received their appointments ‘under Sir George Brydges 
Rodney, Admiral Byron, of any, .ather Commander ferving abtoad, - 
their promotions had in all probability arigiuated at. home, for he be- 
lieved few Lieutenants went out without being loaded with recommen- 
dations from home ; ‘fo that all the Pott Captains were in reality made 
at-home. ‘The: Honourable Gentleman adverted to the uncmploymeut 
of fo many officers of eminence in the naval fervice, and faid he did 
mot mtan to exclude Sir Robert Harland and Admiral Campbell from 
thofe that ought, in his opinion, to be employed. Adminiftration, in- 
deed, had faid it was not their fault. But had Admiral Montaga de- 
clined ferving his country?; Had he not, on the contrary, offered his 
fervices?
